The number of accidents in 
which automobiles are involved 
is too great. Regulation of 
many kinds has been at- 
tempted and much has been ac- 
complished but the situation still 
remains serious. 

One fundamental difficulty is 
that, when a strictly regulatory 
method is tried, it amounts to 
officials assuming most of the re- 
sponsibility in attempting to 
drive 25,000,000 motor vehicles. 
The number of accidents will 
never he decreased until auto-

VISITORS FLOCK TO

The layman’s interest in the 
mysteries of modern automobile 
manufacture is shown by, ‘the.
